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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless — 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by another filed in 
the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent granted on an application for patent 
by another filed in the United States before the invention by the ^plicant for patent, except that an international 
application filed under the treaty defined in section 351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an 
application filed in the United States only if the international application designated the United States and was 
published under Article 21 (2) of such treaty in the Eng^h language. 

Claims 1, 6, 7, 9, 19, and 20 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as anticipated by or, in the 
alternative, under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as obvious over US 2002/0197441. . 

The reference discloses an optical recording medium comprising a substrate which is 65- 
130mm in diameter and 0.4-2.5mm in thickness. These ranges encompass the values claimed. The 
tilt value is preferably 0.3 degrees. See paragraph [0066]. 

It is recognized that the specific values for the thickness and diameter of the substrate are 
not specified in the reference. However, as the ranges disclosed include these points, it would have 
been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art to choose the specific points. One would be 
motivated by the reasoned expectation of obtaining the optimum tilt value. 

Claims 1-7, 9, 19, and 20 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as anticipated by or, in the 
alternative, under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as obvious over US 2003/0157292. 

The reference discloses an optical recording medium comprising substrate having a diameter 
of 50-lOOmm (See para [0003], preferably ~40mm, and a thickness of 0.3-1. 2mm (See paragraph 
[0147]. 
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It is recognized that the specific values for the thickness and diameter of the substrate are 
not specified in the reference. However, as the ranges disclosed include these points, it would have 
been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art to choose the specific points. One would be 
motivated by the reasoned expectation of obtaining the optimum dimensional stability as described. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claim 8 is objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but would be 
allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the base claim and any 
intervening claims. 

Claims 10-18 are allowed. 

Conclusion 

The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to applicant's 
disclosure. The art cited disclose minidiscs.
